SHADESvFOR THE LAMP: 



Bilk and Lace Lend Thflmaelyes Daat . 
to Ornamentation. 

Electric lights can wear pretty" 
homo-mndo shades just as the old 
kerosene and gas Tampa used to, and 
there aro many slmpio ways of -mak- 
ing ;them. It is easier to' plan the 
shade for the .electric, for there Ib no 
danger- of seeing your handiwork go 
up in flames.; - 

An ordinary nickel" standard, to 
which the drop llght'jB; attached, may 
be- fitter} up with' an .ordinary wire 
frame, 'such as were used on the kero- 
sene lamps. 

A shade, of filet j lace made up over 
a foundation of white or colored .taf- 
feta silk' is artistic and simple to 
make.. Purchase a good wire frame of 
the.' size desired and cover the rimB 
with ailk binding tape. 

Tho necessary ..amount of Bilk is 
known by measuring the distance 
around the lower rim of the frame and 
then -allowing just a little extra, so 
that the silk will not be too ; scant, al- 
though it should not bo actually gath- 
ered below. 

After the sllkis measured carefully 
for tho correct width of the frame it 
must.be, cut in long strips and joined 
neatly together, leaving enough ma- 
terial for a full four-Inch rufllO: and for 
a' flat-lining for the little top band of 
the frame. 

A frame should be bought with this 
top; piece,, as a plain ruffle at tho top. 
wlli not look well. ■_"- . - 

ThOsIlkls then sowed neatly on the 
lower rim and drawn up and pinned 
tightly at the top to keep it firm -and 
In place' before it is Bewed. 

After this, is done the Bilk Ib cov- 
ered; with an inexpensive -inlet . lace, 
which is very wide, so that it can v be : 
cut between tho squares of the" pat-_ 
tern and joined together without the 
seam showing.

62,000 TONS OF CURRANTS. 

Britons 8eem to Be Exceptionally 
Fond. of This Fruit. 



Our great-grandmothero, although 
they had to pay a very high price for 
dried currants, considered them quite 
indispensable to the compounding cf 
those pies, furmltleB and florentines 
which were the pride of every house- 
wife. Domestic catering must have 
been an arduouB undertaking in thoBO 
days, for currants and , other dried 
fruits were not to be procured out of 
London. except once a year, at the an- 
nual fair -of the local market town. 
The royal dish of plum porridge 
which it was' tho privilege of the 
archbishop of Canterbury to servo 
to a newly crowned sovorelgn, was 
composed largely of curranta, the. fruit 
being stowed in Btrong* beef soup en- 
riched with red wine and. red '• sack. 
Now that the order has changed and 
simplicity is the keynote' of the high- 
est class cookery, we Britons have 
trebled our appreciation of the home- 
ly and wholeBomo currant; and al- 
though florentines and plum porridge 
aro dishes of ; tho past, no less than 
62,000 tons of currants go every year 
to.the making of bread cakes/pastries 
and puddings' to tempt the British ap- 
petite.— Ladles' : Pictorial. 



This novel centerpiece for a birth- 
day table- is sure to please all the lit- 
tle guests. Any kind of Blmpfo cake 
will do provided it has plenty of curly- 
cues and sugar plumB;on, the -icing. 

Place ' in . the. center of the table a 
looking glaBB plaque, . edging It, with 
crimped pink tlBsuo paper and ferns. 
.On this set the cake, from the middle 
of which rlseB the maypole. This may 
vary in alzo from* a wooden knitting 
needle to a bamboo cane to suit the 
dimensions of the cake: 

The pole is pressed firmly into the 
cake and crisscrossed up and . down 
with a bright ribbon, the top being 
adorned with a bouquet of flowers. 
From the top of the pole hang long 
streamers of many colored baby rib- 
bon, each ending in a package 
wrapped in pink tissue paper and con- 
taining a pretty toy. 

These packages form adrcTe on the 
table around the looking glass lake. 
At a given time each guest takeB a 
package, lifting it high from tho table, 
the bright ribbons making a pretty 
curved screen above tho cake. With 
BciBsors then cut the ribbons off cloBe 
to tho pole all around the circle, thus 
leaving a prize in each little hand. 

Turkey Scallop. 
Make a pint of gravy from thebonea 
and skin; chop fine bits of- meat 
picked from the bonea; have ready a 
buttered pudding diah with a layer of 
dried and rolled bread or cracker 
crumbs. Add a layer of the minced 
turkey and dot with bits of butter, 
seasoning with salt and pepper. 
Moisten each layer with come of the 
gravy, with either milk or. oyster 
liquid added, and so continue until 
the dish Is full. Let the. top layor be 
of crumbB, seasoned and dotted with 
butter and molBtehcd with the gravy. 
Spread it smoothly over tho top about 
a quarter of an Inch. thick. Invert a 
•pie dish over it and bake In a mod- 
erate oven until it begins to bubble at 
the sides; remove tho cover and 
brown. After you have partaken of 
this dish you will' think the second 
stage of that bird better than the first.

After fighting their case more thnn ten 
years in the variou8 courts of the United 
States and even invoking the Privy Coun- 
cil of England in their fight against 
extradition, Benjamin Green und John F.

Green and 
Gayner were the famous contractors for the 
Savannah harbor work, the men who /:on« 
apired with Capt. Obe/lin M. garter, 
rmy Engir^ Ce^L™.!UU>'fo do the 
Vipe aTjchJLau/ *jiffjrtfver a million dollars. 
\hia ,9£$?Che first andonly Army engineer 
v^fo'hnB ever gone wrong in money mat- 
ters and hia downfall was a severe blOw 
to the pride of the corps and nlrnost 
killed General J. M. Wilson, the then 
chief engineer of tho army. Capt. Carter 
fought his case hard and denied that 
he had profited by any wrong doing, but 
the court took a different view of it and 
Carter came up like a man. Bervod hia term 
in Leavenworth, and* got through with it, 
- He always waa a fine engineer, whatever 
shortcomings he night have had, and he 
ia now in the employ of a big railroad und 
hiB part almost forgotten. But Green and 
Gayner. wore rich men aside from the fruits 
of crookedness, and they fought extradition 
m long as they coujd in New York and 
then jumped to Canada. For almost ten 
years they kept up the fight. Thoy lived 
nt the best hotel in Quebec like the million- 
aires thoy were, . but they were cut by 
the only people they would have liked to 
associate with and finolly fell out with each 
other so they must have led a very unpleas- 
ant existance. Finally they were lodged 
in jail for seven months and then brought 
back to the United Statea. They were con- 
victed in Savannah and now thoy have tho 
prospect' of four years in the penitentiary 
ahead of them with a fine of over half a 
million each and having spent $200,000 
each to prevent being convicted. Their 
sordid romance is all over but the sentence. 
Justice has caught up with them at last, 
and probably jtuey think now that Capt. 
Carter was tr4 wisor mnn.

OOO in 1000 — .Enforcement 

of Child-Labor Law it rings 

Forth Praise. 



Sprlngileld, ?>>?. ?♦- —The child la- 
bor law and the manner In which It 
has beeu enforced under the present 
administration has brought words of 
commendation from ninny organiza- 
tions Interested lu tho child-saving 
problem. Among such organizations 
may be mentioned the Illinois State 
Federation of Labor, tho Chicago Fed- 
eration of Labor, the Federation of 
Women's Clubs and the Cook County 
Child-Saving League. Outside of the 
state the Illinois law and Its adminis- 
tration has attracted the attention of 
statesmen und legislators. In his great 
argument In the United States senate 
Senator Beverldgo of Indiana made 
frequent reference to -what had been 
accomplished In this stnte In prevent- 
ing the exploitation of children In gly« 
lng them a chance to take up the bat- 
tle of life physically and mentally 
equipped for the struggle. 

But In Illinois the people do not 
seem to fully realize what the enforce- 
ment of the child-law has meant to 
them and the duties It has Inrposed 
on the factory Inspection department 

Illinois Is the third manufacturing 
stnte In tho Union, New York and 
Pennsylvania only surpassing it In the 
volume of manufactured products. Il- 
linois stands at the top In the matter 
of chlld-lnbor legislation, but far be- 
hind In other legislation calculated to 
protect the lives and limbs of the 
workers and make their surroundings 
more healthful and cheerful. A few 
humnne and far-seeing employers ore 
voluntarily taking up welfare work 
because they have found by experi- 
ence that employes will produce more 
and better work In healthful and 
ngreenble surroundings. Such employ- 
ers aire, however, few In number, and 
legislation Is required to compel those 
not so enlightened to treat their em- 
ployes huit nnoly. r 

Reduces Number of Employed. 
Six years ago, In 1001, there were 
21,000 children employed In the mines, 
mills and factories In tills state. In 
1900 the number was reduced to.. loss 
than 11,000, nbotit one-half, In spite of 
the fact that there was a large In- 
crease In the volume of manufactures 
during the same period, which makes 
the decrease In the number of children 
employed nil the more striking. 

To more clearly Illustrate this de- 
crease In child labor, the proportion 
of children to adults employed In the 
state may be shown. This proportion 
in 1001 was 41 children to every 1,00C 
adult workers: last year the ratio was 
13 to each 1,000. In tho sumo period 
the child labor In the sweat shops, 
•which Is more difficult to regulate, was 
reduced from 1-1.7 In 1001 to S per 
cent. Inst year. 

Some critics and opponents of the 
law who have profited through the 
employment of children have asked: 
"Has It really benefited the children? 
Are they not better ofT nt work than 
running In the streets?" The recent 
statement of Superintendent Cooley, of 
tho Chicago public schools, answered 
these questions when he said that In 
one year the strict enforcement of 
the child-labor law had Increased the 
school attendance In Chicago 14,000 
over tho normal Increase due to In- 
creased population. In taking chil- 
dren from the factories and workshops 
the factory Inspection department has 
seeii to It that they went to school, 
by reporting to school superintendents 
all cases where the Inspectors found 
children employed under ago or con- 
trary to law. 

An amendment to tho compulsory 
school attendance law enacted by the 
lust legislature requires that a child 
under 10 years of oge must ho either 
at work or In school. This will have 
a beneficent effect and will solve the 
problem of keeping gangs of boys off 
the streets. 

Took Children from Mines. 
The factory inspection department, 
acting on an opinion rendered by. the 
attorney general Unit the child-labor 
law applied .to the mines as well as 
mercantile establishments, had 2,100 
taken from tho coal mines and sent 
to school. Illinois wns the first state 
In the country to set an age limit of 
10 years under which no boy could 
work In a coal mine. 

Last yenr the factory Inspection de- 
partment made 70,580 Inspections. Of 
that number 04,1)78 were for child la- 
bor alone and 350 employers were 
prosecuted for violations of the law. 
Vigorous enforcement of tho-law has 
gradually brought employers to a real- 
ization of the frict that It was placed 
on tho statute books to bo obeyed. 

In certain lines of manufacture the 
barring of children from the factories 
appeared revolutionary to the employ- 
er. The department In every Instance 
endeavored to have the law carried 
out without Inflicting any unnecessary 
hnrdshlp. As new amendments wer* 
added to the law, notices were Bent to 
employers and they were allowed, rea- 
sonable time to regulate their busi- 
ness to conform with tho new require- 
ments. The object of the department 
was to carry out the letter and the 
spirit ,of,the law In the Jnterests of 
the children themselves, rnther than 
.unnecessarily to harass and annoy em- 
ployers. !

New Legislation Needed. 

While the factory Inspection depart- 
ment has done much to rescue the 
children from tho wheels of the -mod- 
ern commercial Juggernaut, legislation 
In the Interests of working^ men and 
.women has not kept pace with tho 
state's Industrial development. One of 
the greatest needs In this direction Is 
a law requiring" greater safeguards to 
be thrown around the worker engaged 
In handling -hazardous machinery. 
From the standpoint of economy it 
would appear that employers would 
voluntarily adopt safety devices rnther 
than run the tIbIc of having to pay 
damages In personal Injury suits,- but 
such Is not tho case. Owing to tho 
operation of the so-balled "fellow-serv- 
vnnt law" It Is almost Impossible for 
a workman to recover damages for 
personal Injury. -Employers ha. n rule 
carry Insurance with some casualty 
company against such nccldents. It |g 
unknown just- what proportion of the 
cases of destitution that are relieved 
by -county boards and charitable Insti- 
tutions Is due to the head of the fam- 
ily being killed or Injured In follow- 
lng his vocation, but tho proportion 
Is undoubtedly large. The burden of. 
the Injury falls' upon" county and 
philanthropic Institutions that are 
forced to relieve cases "of want and 
distress which are directly traceable 
to some Individual employer who failed 
to take, reasonable precautions against 
the original accident. 

The Illinois, deportment of factory 
Inpectlon was Instructed by Governor 
Dencen to "prepare and Introduce n 
bill In the last, leglsloturo "which wns 
calculated to relievo - tho conditions 
complained of. It had the Indorse- 
ment of practically every association 
of worklngmen In the state anil of 
other persons Interested In such legis- 
lation. The bill wns vigorously op- 



portment to aid In the- .enforcement of 
this law. 

Through the Increased appropriation 
secured for the factory Inspection de- 
partment by Governor Dencen; from 
the last legislature, It has been possi- 
ble to reorganize the department on a 
broader scale and to widen Its sphere 
of usefulness. Seven new Inspectors 
have been added to tho force, making 
n total of twenty-live In the depart- 
ment Owing to the lack of funds In 
the past tho deputy * Inspectors could 
not devote their entire tlrro to the 
work of tho department This has 
boon remedied and the department put 
on a thorough and systemntlc working 
basis. Each Inspector Is required to 
make dally reports showing the places 
be has vls'ted, tho conditions ' found 
nnd the hour nt which the Inspection 
wns nin'de. Both men and women depu- 
ties are employed who are conversant 
with practically every language spoken. 

Must Inspect Ice. Cream. 

One of the new fields to which tho 
Jurisdiction of this department has 
been extended with good 'llts Is to 
the establishments where Ice cream 
nnd buttcrlne are manufactured. In a 
largo .measure the public health de- 
pends on the cleanliness and the 
wholesomencss of these products. Re- 
cent Investigations In the city of Chi- 
cago showed that Ice cream was manu- 
factured In places so Insanitary ns to 
endanger the public health. This de- 
partment Is now enabled to force the 
owners of such places to make them 
clean and sanitary or cease manufac- 
turing products, for public consump- 
tion.

Horn Long Imbedded In Tree. 
A ram's horn (hat was imbedded in 
a tree 183 years ago Is a curiosity that 
Janson Elder, a forester ranger llvlngj 
at Paisleyj Oro., haH discovered. While 
rambing In the' woods in 1888 Elder 
came across a yellow pine tree in tho 
base of which was. imbedded the horn 
of a mountain sheep. He did not then 
havo time to make a thorough Investi- 
gation, but since ho became a -forest 
ranger he had occasion to go to cut 
down the tree. He took a sectiol of 
the trunk containing the horn to Lake- 
view. The horn was a little to ono 
side the center of tho tree. It was 
not curled as are the bonis of moun- 
tain sheep nowadays, but was almost 
straight. Counting the rings of growth, 
the tree was shown to bo 213 years 
old. Outside of the horn were 183 
rings, Indicating the number of years 
that had elapsed since tho mountain 
sheep was caught and held fast by the 
yellow pine. The horn was soaked 
■with pitch." It Is ten inches- In. diame- 
ter at the base and 30 Inches long. 



London.— It Is difficult to conceive a 
more dramatic story than that of the 
rescue of a diver off Torbay after he 
had been imprisoned beneath 150 feet 
of water for five hours and a half. 

Walter Trapnell, a government 
diver, descended in the English chan- 
nel outside Torbay at night from the 
deck of the gunhoat Spanker In con- 
nection with the salvage operations of 
the sunken torpedo boat No. 99. He 
got entangled, and another diver, 
named Leverett, went to his rescue. 
In terse, simple language Leverett 
told a correspondent of the events 
that followed on the ocean bed. 

"We are," he said, "only supposed 
to remain down about 20 minutes at a 
stretch in such a depth as 25 fathoms. 
Wherf Trapnell stayed so' v long I 
thought there was something wrong, 
and I telephoned to him. He told me 
that he was fouled in the wreck and 
could not get clear. 'All right,'; I re- 
plied, 'I will come down and help you.' 
I descended immediately, and upon 
getting down found that Trapnell was 
fixed In such a position that he was 
absolutely helpless. The wreck lies 
almost upright. Trapnell was stand- 
ing upon the sea bed, and his air pipe 
and life line were entangled in the 
deck gear of the torpedo boat high 
above his head. It was quite Impos- 
sible for him to • get up to her decks 
and clear himself. 

"Being unable to speak to him, I 
gripped his hand to reassure him, and 
he returned my grasp heartily.. After 
that brief handshake I set about re- 
leasing him, but It was very difficult 
work. Only those who have dived to 
such a depth can realize what the sur- 
roundings were like. It was very dark,

FUND FOR EMPLOYEES. 

| X -splendid \ Christmas box was . 
nimdedout to Its mph yesterday by th« " 
ferahd '. Trunk, la tho shape of an* 
nouricomcnt of tho, details of Its new 
pension system, which 1b , of ^ 'most 
genorouB nature. The pension fund 
will be; on tlrely contributed by tht 
company, tho men not being assessed 
one cent for' Its maintenance or ad- 
ministration.. It will affect every mem- 
ber of the staff from Charles M. Hays- 
, down to tho humblest section man, 
while provision Is also made' for men " 
Incapacitated by accident or otherwise, 
or even men discharged without cause, 
and otherwise eligible under the pen- 
sion rules. + ■ . . 

The establishment of .this pension 
system was approved at the 'last an- 
nual'- meeting of the shareholders, 
. when the handsome sum of $200,000 
was voted as a nucleus. In addition to 
the' income from this sum, however, 
It is estimated that the company will- 
have to supplement this by a large 
sum, varying; from |70,OJ)0; to $75,000 ; a I 
year. The rules of. the Grand Trunk* 
pension fund will apply from the high- 
eat- to tho lowest of the staff from the 
.general manager himself down. to the 
humblest section man or ■ gatekeeper. 
iThey require absolutely the retire* 
ment from active service, of "every of- 
tflcor or employee when attaining the 
age of 65, and If ho has entered tho 
Borvice before tho age of 50 years, and 
nftB served for a period of 15 years, or 
more, ho Ib entitled with the approval 
of tho pension fund committee to an 
unnulty of 1 per cent, of the average 
annual salary paid for ten continuous 
years, for each year of uninterrupted: 
employment, tho basis of calculation 
being the saino as that praotlcally uni- 
versal on this continent. 

Thus If a man has served Bay 30 
years, receiving an avoragoof $1,000 
per annum ($83.33 per month) on the 
pay rollB of the company, for tho last 
ten years— or for any period of ten 
years during his term of service— ho 
would be entitled to 1 per cenL of 
fi,00u==f 10x30 years, or $300 per an- 
num,^equal to $25 per month. 

The company, however, have made 
a provision that Irrespective- of rate 
of pay. or service, the minimum allow- 
ance to bo paid under any circum- 
stances will be $200 per annum, and 
this without any counterbalancing. 
- maximum.^ ■

London.— The body of Thomas 
Charles Druce, in. HIghgate cemetery, 
was exhumed Monday, just 43 years to 
a day after its burial! Tho coffin was 
found to contain the remains of. a hu- 
man body, thus exploding the romantic 
tale, told by Robert C. Caldwell and 
otherB, ;who swore during the recent 
hearing of tho Druce perjury case that 
it contained' a roll of lead. 

The official statements given out by 
representatives of the home office and 
others who were officially present at 
tho~oxhumatlon, not only definitely 
disposes .of the -lead myth, but seems 
effectively to prove that the body 
burled! In 1864 was actually thatVof T. 
C. ; Druco." The authorized statement, 
follows: 

"Tho coflin was opened and found 
to. contain the.bbdy of an aged, beard- 
ed, man; the plate on the. coflin bore 
the name 'Thomas Charles Druce.'" 

Those persons who havo aworn to 
the placing of lead , instead of a hu- 
man.body in the coffin havo been dis- 
credited, , and they probably will have 
to take the consequences/ of- their 
acts. 

So far as the general public Is con- 
cerned, . the entire long-drawn-out 
Druce-duke of Portland controversy Is 
at an end, and the case of the claim- 
ant, ' George Hollamby Druce, has 
fallen to the. ground." 

Despite the finding of the body, 
George H. Druce -says that ho Is deter- 
mined to* continue to push his claim 
for the* estates and title of the Port- 
land dukedom. In an Interview Mon- 
day night. he Bald: 

"It la-foolish tovdony that I am bit- 
terly disappointed, but I have not 
abandoned hope. I am prepared to 
admit that the man known as Thomas 
Charles Druce was burled In High 
Gate, cemetery/ but this does not dis- 
pose of- my case. I will not admit that 
the. body exhumed is the body of my 
grandfather, who I still firmly believe 
was the duko of Portland."

— DelailB" of the plans 
of Mrs. Mary Baker G. Eddy, head 
of tho Christian Science church, In 
relation to the charitable ' institu- 
tion which she Is , to found, are con- 
tained In an editorial by Archibald 
McLellan ln r the current Issue of the 
Christian Science Sentinel.

Christian science for .Its 
truth's sake and who shall! present to 
the board of directors of the fund sat- 
isfactory certificates of their indl- 
genco,' their religious views and their 
moral character. The students of 
Christian Science will be. maintained 
by this fund, until such time -as the 
board of directors shall have pro- 
nounced them good healers of. the 
Bick, and deliver to them certificates 
to this' effect 

"The beneficiaries of this fund, and 
the families of those who have fam- 
ilies, are to bo supported from the 
Income of tho fund and the number of 
students and their families' to be sup- 
ported- will .depend upon the amount 
of this income. 

"MrB. Eddy has turned this matter 
over to a prospective board of direc- 
tors for them to work out the details 
of the charity. In the meantime no 
further information upon this subject 
can bo given out and no letters of in- 
quiry should be addressed to MrB.

Port Of Spain, , Trinidad.— The 
American battleship fleet weighed an- 
chor at four o'clock Sunday after- 
noon and steamed for Rio Janeiro. 
Accompanying the fleet were the sup- 
ply ships Culgoa arid Glacier. - 

Early In the morning the signal 
wont up from Rear Admiral Evans' 
flagship Connecticut to prepare for de- 
parture at three a. m., but owing to a 
delay In the coaling of the battleship 
Maine from collier Fortuna, it was 
necessary to change the sailing time. 

Long before the. hour. set a myriad 
of small craft, chiefly launches and 
steam yachts moved up and down 
along tho lines of_anchored warships, 
tho merry parties aboard shouting 
farewells to the departing visitors. 
Thousands of residents climbed the 
surrounding hills to view the great 
white ships as they moved outward on 
their journey of 3,000 miles and more, 
while boat loads of excursionists went 
to the Bmall Islands in the gulf and 
others to the floating dock to catch the 
last glimpse of tho ships -that were so 
royally welcomed to this port almost 
a week ago. 

An average. of from ten to. 11 knots 
an hour will carry the fleet'to the end 
of the second lap of tho 14-000 : mlle 
journey In about 12 days, and It was 
announced by Admiral Evans before 
his departure that ho expected to 
reach Rio Janeiro on Friday evening, 
January 10.
